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Dee’s Position on the Ten-Hour Law

It is said of Ethan Allen, of old, that he would ride horseback one hundred miles 
to talk politics with man rather than write him a letter. Ethan Allen was a politician and 
wanted a chance to “flop” when he saw his schemes were not popular. I am no Ethan 
Allen and recognizing the weakness of my own flesh, I think it the better principle, it not 
the better policy, to declare myself in such a way that my friends and enemies can make 
me “to the mark.” 

And now, that all mankind may know my purpose I hereby declare that if elected 
to the Legislature I shall use my best efforts for the enactment of a law, by that body, 
making ten hours a legal day’s work in this State, and also to memorialize the 
Legislatures of Alabama, Georgia, Florida and Louisiana asking them to pass a similar 
law, and make “Our Mississippi law to take effect on the proclamation of our Governor, 
after as many as two of the adjoining states have passed the same. 

As some of my “left-handed friends” are trying to get my true friends, the sawmill 
men, to mistrust me, I will simply remind them that, I have never been called a fool, and 
as the meat and bread for the sustenance of my large family depends wholly upon the 
rentals collection from the labors in the sawmills, and when these mills do not run the 
money for rentals is missing; therefore, I would be both a fool and kuave to do anything 
that would injure the running of the sawmills. I sometimes admit that under our “broad 
inherent rights” recognized by our Constitution, a man has a right to be either a fool or a 
kuave, but it is assuming too much to be both at the same time. 

As over three-fourths of the states of the Union have the 10-hour labor law, I 
claim no patent on the idea, and in getting up the details of such a law I would carefully 
examine the codes of every state and pick out the best features of them all. I presume 
this plain statement will satisfy all men of brains, and those that have no brains are 
“simply not in it.”

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An Harlot?

About four thousand years ago, as old father Jacob was journeying out from the 
land of his father-in-law Laban toward the face of his brother Esau, having just been 
forgiven for swindling Esau out of his birthright, Jacob stopped awhile near the domain 
of a Hivite Price by the name of Hamar. This prince had a son named Shechem a 
lecherous debauche. Jacob’s six sons by Leah, his first wife, Reuben, Simeon, Levi, 
Judah, Issachar, and Zebulon at the time were, manly, brawny, noble young men. Their 
sister Dinah was just blooming into full and beautiful womanhood, and true to the 
instincts of her nature, “sent out to see the daughter of the land.” No doubt she was the 
pride of her father and noble brothers. When the lecherous, Shechem saw her he 
humbled and despoiled her, which greatly bereaved Jacob, yet as he and his family were 
few in numbers, compared to the subjects of Hamar, he knew not what to do. When 
Simeon and Levi learned of the outrage, they conceived, and through strategy, carried out 
4 schemes by which they put to death Shechem, Hamar and all their men of war.

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SOLOMON’S TEMPLE. 
It cost in American Money the sum of $77,521,665,936. 


The cost of Solomon’s temple and its decorations and other paraphernalia was 
one of the wonders of olden times. According to Villalpandus, the “talents” of gold, 
silver and brass used in its construction were valued at the enormous sum of 
£ 6,879,822.000. The worth of the jewels is generally placed at a figure equally as high. 
The vessels of gold: according to Josephus, were valued at, 140,000 talents, which 
reduced to English money, (as has been shown by Chapel’s reduction tables), was equal 
to £ 575,296,203. The vessels of silver, according to the same authorities, were still 
more valuable, being set down as worth £ 649,344,000. Priests vestments and robes of 
singers, £ 2,020,000. Trumpets, £ 200,000. To the above add the expense of building 
materials, labor, etc., and we get some wonderful figures. Ten thousand men hewing 
cedars, 60,000 bearers of burdens, 80,000 hewers of stone, 3,000 overseers, all of which 
were employed for seven years, and upon whom, besides their wages, Solomon bestowed 
£ 6,733,879. If their daily food was worth 2 shillings each, the sum total for all was 
£ 63,677,058 during the time of building. The material in the rough is estimated as 
having been worth £ 2,545,337,000. These several estimates show the total cost to have 
been £ 17,442,442 168 or $77,521,665, 936 in United States money. 
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Terrific Hail Storm at Ship Island 


On the early morning of Tuesday, the 2nd, the crews of the ships lying at Ship 
Island were rudely awakened from their peaceful slumbers by hearing what they 
supposed to be, large stones or bullets, dropping on the decks overhead. And soon found 
they were visited with a most terrific hail storm accompanied with very vivid lightning

My Vindication 


Editor Democrat-Star 

No doubt thousands of your readers would be glad to see the Supreme Court’s 
opinion as given below. Will you kindly publish it. As I had no counsel in this case, and 
filed my own defective pleadings, the case must have been a very clear one to secure 
such an opinion. The “Pastor” referred to in the opinion is Elder J. O. Green, originally 
from near Brookhaven, Miss., but in the year 1892 pastor of the Moss Point Baptist 
church, and now some where in Texas.

On the 25th day of February 1895, the following opinion was delivered by the Court: 


No. 8058 M. A. Dees Chancery Court 
vs. of 
Moss Point Baptist Ch. al Jackson Co. 


Woods, J., delivered the opinion of the Court. 


The appellant exhibited his bill in the Chancery Court of Jackson County against 
the Moss Point Baptist Church, as we understand his wholly inartificial pleading, with a 
two fold object viz: to fasten a charge of about $1400 upon the church building of the 
appellee, and for a reversal of the action of said Moss Point Baptist church in excluding 
him from its membership. 

It appears that in the year 1874, Mr. Dees and two or three other men, and about a 
score of pious women united in the organization of “The Baptist Church of Jesus Christ 
at Moss Point.” The infant church was few in numbers and poor in earthly possessions 
but, nothing daunted by these apparent discouragements they resolved to build a house of 


worship according to certain plans and specifications at an estimated cost of about 
$2,000. A subscription list to that end of about $450 only, was secured, and despite this 
poor beginning, the work was begun in faith and hope. Its prosecution was counted 
almost wholly to the hands of one courageous ruggedly resolute man, M. A. Dees. His 
interest in the work was consuming and his zeal was unflagging. His own subscription to 
the building fund of $100 it is needless for us to say, was promptly paid, and counting 
this and adding the subscriptions paid by others, the sum of $450 was all that could be 
secured. But what was $450 in the construction of an edifice which was to cost $2000? 
To accomplish his heart’s desire, Mr. Dees gave his services, his time, and when funds 
failed out of his own means advanced nearly $1400 to carry to completion this house to 
be dedicated to the worship of Almighty God. It is safe to say that, but for the devoted 
zeal of this devout man, the undertaking would have miserably failed. And when his 
ardent hopes had their full fruition in the dedication of a completed house to the Lord’s 
service, he then gave his love, his time, his labors to the upbuilding of this church, which 
he had been chiefly instrumental in planting. Asa deacon, as a Sunday-school 
Superintendent and as an active, aggressive member, it is no exaggeration to say he fairly 
carried the church. 

He was earnest, prayerful, and blameless in his life in the church, and in the 
world. That he had some infirmities is plain. He was positive in his views of doctrine 
and government in the church, and he was free and dogmatic in announcing them. He 
was a Baptist of pronounced type, and he annoyed and displeased some in and out of his 
church. The man of vehement temperament and high spirit and fixed opinions meets 
opposition and often makes enemies. But his spiritual life so far as we are capable of 
judging from the record before us was blameless and his character as a moral man above 
all suspicions. 

Without previous notice with no hint of any charges to be that day made against 
him he was on Sunday, April 3, 1892, hastily, unjustly, and ruthlessly excommunicated, 
under the leadership of the pastor, by a pitiful vote of nine members, out of a total of 
about fifty. And this was done in pursuance of a pre-concerted, secret cacus agreement 
of the pastor and a few members entered into the night previous thereto. 

It seems to us that this cruel wrong done a brother may be within the letter of the 
constitution and laws of that particular church, but it was wholly foreign to its spirit, as 
well as to the spirit of Christian charity and fellowship. 

The Baptist Church at Moss Point was and is in government and discipline, a pure 
democracy. Its determination of questions of doctrine and discipline is exclusive and 
final. There is no appeal to any superior ecclesiastical court, and over things spiritual, or 
ecclesiastical, the civil courts, ordinarily, may not take jurisdiction. The civil 
government must be free from all ecclesiastical interference, and the church of Jesus 
Christ, except in property rights, is not to be controlled by State authority. Every person 
uniting with the Baptist church, impliedly or expressly covenants, obedience to its laws, 
and by that covenant, this appellant is bound. We cannot reverse the action of the church 
in excluding him, and he is without direct redress by appeal to a higher ecclesiastical 
tribunal by the very constitution of the church of his love. 

If we had jurisdiction in matters ecclesiastical, (and we thank God we have not), 
the order of excommunication, in this gainful case should be reversed and rescinded for a 


more petty, unfair, and unjust exhibition of religious tyranny can hardly be imagined. Let 
the unhappy appellant console himself by the reflection that to the secular mind the 
strongest proof of the divine origin of the church of God on earth and its final triumph is 
to be found in its survival of all the follies and crimes of its ministers and members. 

In questions involving property rights in church organizations, the civil power has 
jurisdiction, and is and of right in this free land ought to be supreme. 

That Mr. Dees advanced, not gave, nearly $1400 out of his own pocket, to build 
and suitably furnish the church house, is certain. The decree of the special chancellor or 
finds, and we heartedly concur in that finding. That he never afterwards gave it, we are 
sure, and here in we disagree with the court below. When and where and in what way 
did he give it? Where is the receipt given, or the acquittance signed by the appellant? It 
does not exist. The vague unsatisfactory statement of one or more of the witnesses for 
appellee that Mr. Dees somewhere and at some time SAID he had given this munificent 
advancement to the church cannot over throw the records of the church, showing a 
balance due M. A. Dees of about $1400, and all the other evidence in the case, on this 
point.

He was not in possession of the property in 
the execution of an active trust, making repairs and necessary improvements, for which 
he might demand repayment of the owner on the execution and surrender of his trust; he 
was the simple depository of the naked, legal title, and his wonderful forbearance to even 
make demand for payment of his poor and struggling brethren has subjected his claim to 
the bar of the statute of limitations. 

We regret that, under the law we cannot give him even this relief. His 
compensation must come from a consciousness of a high duty nobly performed by him; 
from the approval of his course by the good and wise preachers of his church, who have 
bore striking evidence to his character as a man and a church member; and from that 
profound sympathy of this court for him in his old age.

On the 25th day of February 1895, the following opinion was delivered by the Court: 


No. 8058 M. A. Dees Chancery Court 
vs. of 
Moss Point Baptist Ch. al Jackson Co. 


Woods, J., delivered the opinion of the Court. 


The appellant exhibited his bill in the Chancery Court of Jackson County against 
the Moss Point Baptist Church, as we understand his wholly inartificial pleading, with a 
two fold object viz: to fasten a charge of about $1400 upon the church building of the 
appellee, and for a reversal of the action of said Moss Point Baptist church in excluding 
him from its membership. 

It appears that in the year 1874, Mr. Dees and two or three other men, and about a 
score of pious women united in the organization of “The Baptist Church of Jesus Christ 
at Moss Point.” The infant church was few in numbers and poor in earthly possessions 
but, nothing daunted by these apparent discouragements they resolved to build a house of 


worship according to certain plans and specifications at an estimated cost of about 
$2,000. A subscription list to that end of about $450 only, was secured, and despite this 
poor beginning, the work was begun in faith and hope. Its prosecution was counted 
almost wholly to the hands of one courageous ruggedly resolute man, M. A. Dees. His 
interest in the work was consuming and his zeal was unflagging. His own subscription to 
the building fund of $100 it is needless for us to say, was promptly paid, and counting 
this and adding the subscriptions paid by others, the sum of $450 was all that could be 
secured. But what was $450 in the construction of an edifice which was to cost $2000? 
To accomplish his heart’s desire, Mr. Dees gave his services, his time, and when funds 
failed out of his own means advanced nearly $1400 to carry to completion this house to 
be dedicated to the worship of Almighty God. It is safe to say that, but for the devoted 
zeal of this devout man, the undertaking would have miserably failed. And when his 
ardent hopes had their full fruition in the dedication of a completed house to the Lord’s 
service, he then gave his love, his time, his labors to the upbuilding of this church, which 
he had been chiefly instrumental in planting. As a deacon, as a Sunday-school 
Superintendent and as an active, aggressive member, it is no exaggeration to say he fairly 
carried the church. 

He was earnest, prayerful, and blameless in his life in the church, and in the 
world. That he had some infirmities is plain. He was positive in his views of doctrine 
and government in the church, and he was free and dogmatic in announcing them. He 
was a Baptist of pronounced type, and he annoyed and displeased some in and out of his 
church. The man of vehement temperament and high spirit and fixed opinions meets 
opposition and often makes enemies. But his spiritual life so far as we are capable of 
judging from the record before us was blameless and his character as a moral man above 
all suspicions. 

Without previous notice with no hint of any charges to be that day made against 
him he was on Sunday, April 3, 1892, hastily, unjustly, and ruthlessly excommunicated, 
under the leadership of the pastor, by a pitiful vote of nine members, out of a total of 
about fifty. And this was done in pursuance of a pre-concerted, secret cacus agreement 
of the pastor and a few members entered into the night previous thereto. 

It seems to us that this cruel wrong done a brother may be within the letter of the 
constitution and laws of that particular church, but it was wholly foreign to its spirit, as 
well as to the spirit of Christian charity and fellowship. 

The Baptist Church at Moss Point was and is in government and discipline, a pure 
democracy. Its determination of questions of doctrine and discipline is exclusive and 
final. There is no appeal to any superior ecclesiastical court, and over things spiritual, or 
ecclesiastical, the civil courts, ordinarily, may not take jurisdiction. The civil 
government must be free from all ecclesiastical interference, and the church of Jesus 
Christ, except in property rights, is not to be controlled by State authority. Every person 
uniting with the Baptist church, impliedly or expressly covenants, obedience to its laws, 
and by that covenant, this appellant is bound. We cannot reverse the action of the church 
in excluding him, and he is without direct redress by appeal to a higher ecclesiastical 
tribunal by the very constitution of the church of his love. 

If we had jurisdiction in matters ecclesiastical, (and we thank God we have not), 
the order of excommunication, in this gainful case should be reversed and rescinded for a 


more petty, unfair, and unjust exhibition of religious tyranny can hardly be imagined. Let 
the unhappy appellant console himself by the reflection that to the secular mind the 
strongest proof of the divine origin of the church of God on earth and its final triumph is 
to be found in its survival of all the follies and crimes of its ministers and members. 

In questions involving property rights in church organizations, the civil power has 
jurisdiction, and is and of right in this free land ought to be supreme. 

That Mr. Dees advanced, not gave, nearly $1400 out of his own pocket, to build 
and suitably furnish the church house, is certain. The decree of the special chancellor or 
finds, and we heartedly concur in that finding.

Many anxious candidates and festive voters looked forward with much pleasure 
to May 23d and the barbeque to be held at the now famous Wilson Springs. The weather 
for weeks previous to that day had been the best. The good managers had begun their 
cooking and preparing in the true old time way, on the evening of the 22d, and everything 
looked most promising, but during the night, at a time when the beef, mutton, and pork 
were about half cooked the rain began to pour down, and twenty-four hours continued 
almost steady. 

In spite of all this there was about four hundred persons in attendance, and about 
10 o’clock the candidates begun to speak under the large, Methodist tabernacle, and 
speech making, songs and music by two excellent brass bands were kept up until the 
approach of night drove us all home.

Sec. 3981. The county superintendent shail be at the county seat on Saturdays of each scholastic month of the term, to teccive 
monthly reports, issue pay certificates, and attend to other official duties. If absent, without leave previously granted by the board ~ 
of supervisors, the board shall deduct from his salary ten dollars for each day’s absence, unless prevented by illness or other unavoid« 


able cause. And when there are two judicial districts in his county, the superintendent shall alternate, going to the court house of 
the districts alternately, 


! 3984. The county superintendent shall visit all the schools in his county at least once during the term. On the first visit he shall 
| remain at least two hours, and shall in county schools correct any deficiency which may exist in the blassification of the pupils, or the 
' kovernment of the school, and in separate school districts he shall call the attention af the trustees to such deficiencies for correction 
hy them. Ie shall note down the condition and value of the building and lot and of the furniture, the methods of instruction, the 
Iwanches taught, and his estimate of the ability of the teacher to conduct a’school, He shall give such directions and. make such 
recommendations as he deems expedient and needful to secure the best results in the instruction of the. pupils, and shall examine the 
classes to see that thorough work is done, Me shall urge patrons to provide their children with comfortable and well furnished school 
houses, For every school not so visited the bourd of supervisors must, on proot thereof, deduct ten dollars from his salary. 


3985. In all cortroversies arising under the school law, the opinion and advice of the county superintendent shall first be sought, 
from whose decision an appeal may be taken to the state board of education, upon a wriften statement of the facts, certified by the 
county superintendent or by the secretary of the trustees.

| 3986. For incompetency, neglect of duty, immoral conduct or other disqualification, the county superintendent may suspend or 

4 remove any teacher or trustee from office, except-in separate school districts, and for the purpose of conducting inquiries and trials 
the superintendent has the same power as a justice of the peace to issue subpenas for witnesses, and to compel their attendance, and 
the giving of evidence by them. When from such cause, or from death, resignation or other cause, a vacancy in either the above 
named offices occurs, it shail be the duty of the county superintendent, within ten days after the vacancy occurs, of as soon thereafter 
as practicable, to supply the same by appointment. 


3987. For intemperance, immoral conduct, brutal treatment of a pupil or other good cause, the county superintendent may

403. The salaries for schools requiring one teacher shall be fixed by the county superintendent between the following limits : 
For a third grade teacher, betweea fifteen and twenty dollars; for a second grade teacher, between cighteen and thirty dollars; for ” 
a first grade teacher, between twenty-five and fifty-five dollars. In fixing the salary the superintendent must take into consideration ” 
the executive and teaching capacity of the teacher, and the size of the school to be determined both by the educable population of 
the district and the average attendance of the two preceding years, The salary of an assistant shall not exceed by more than five 
| dollars the minimum fixed for the grade of license he holds, if the teacher be of the second or third grade, nor by more than ten 


dollars i the teacher be of the first grade, but the salary of any assistant may be lower than the minimum. In schools requiring 
more than one teacher, the salary of principal and assistant shall be regulated so that the cost per pupil shall not materially vary from 
the average cost of pupils in schools with single teachers. This section shall not be construed to prohibit the employment of compe- 
tent teachers of the several grades for a less compensation than that mentioned. The salaries of principals and assistant teachers in 
separate school districts shall be fixed by the trustees. 


iNors.—In a line school the teacher, before opening the school, must make a separate contract with each superintendent, and 
must also make full monthly reports to each, showing the’pupils of the two counties separately, and must be paid by each according 
to the contract.—J. R. Preston, State Superintendent] 


4035. It shall be the duty of the superintendent to make a contract, in the form prescribed by the board of education, with 
every duly licensed teacher who has been selected by the trustees according to law or appointed by himself. The contract shall be 
signed in duplicate by the superintendent* and by the teacher, each retaining one copy; and it shall show the name of the school, the 
position of the teacher, whether principal or assistant, and the monthly salary. In addition to the fixed salary there shall be stated in 
the contract two successively small amounts, which shall be the salary in case the atteadance decreases to a number for which the con 
ditional amounts would be the fixed salary.

The principal teacher in a public school shall keep a daily record of facts pertaining to the school, in such form as the 
school register requires, and he shall be responsible for the safe-keeping and delivery of the register to the county superintendent at 
the close of the school term, or of the period of service of the teacher; and the county superintendent shall not issue to a teacher a 
Pay-certificate for the last month taught until the teacher shall have delivered to him the register in good order and properly filled 
out, In the register the teacher shall set down the name, age and sex of each pupil in attendance, and the names of absentees for * 
each day. At the end of every scholastic month the teacher shall make out from the register a report to the county superintendent of 
the name, age and sex of each pupil in attendance during the month, and the number of days such pupil has attended. The report 
shall be approved, by at least two of the trustees, and certified to by them; and on the filing of such report with him, the county super- 
intendent shall issue to the teacher and the assistant, if any, a pay certificate, and the report shall be carefully preserved in his office. 
If the trustees, without cause, refuse to sign the report the teacher may appeal to the county superintendent, who shall issue the pay 
certificate, without the approval of the trustees, in case he decided the appeal in favor of the teacher, 

4039 The principal teacher, not in a separate school district, shall, during the first month of the term, make a complete enum- 
eration of the educable children in the district, and enter in the register the name, color, age and sex of each child and the names and 
place of residence? of the parents of each child, the same to be examined and approved by the trustees, and a copy thereof delivered 
to the superintendent with the report of the first month, 


(In giving the place of residence, state the yuarler section on which the house is located. Parents can readily ascertain the 
guarter section irom their tax receipts in case they do not remember it. A + should be placed on your district map to show where 
each parent lives, and his name and number of children should be written on the map.] 


4040. With the last monthly report of the session, the teacher shall make a term report, containing such facts and statistics as 
the blanks furnished may require. If the final monthly report be not made to the superintendent by the filth of October annually, it 
shall be unlawful to issue to the teacher a pay-certificate for more than 80 per centum of his salary for that month, 

4072, All pupils must comply with the regulations, pursue the required course of study, and submit to the authority of the 
teachers of the schools. 

4073. Any pupil who wilfully cuts, defaces, or otherwise injures any schoolhouse, or the fences or out-buildings or shade trees 
thereof, is lable to suspension or expulsion ; and the parents or guardians of such pupils shall be liable for all damages, 43 

4074. Every teacher in the public schools must, before taking charge of a school, and one week belore closing a term, notify the 
county superintendent of the fact, naming the day of opening or closing; must enforce the course of study, the use of text-books, and 

. the rules and regulations prescribed for schools; and must hold pupils to a strict account for disorderly conduct on the way to or from 
school, on the play grounds, or during recess ; suspend, for good cause, any pupil from the school, and report such suspension to the 
board of trustees for review. . If his action be not sustained by them, the teacher may appeal to the county superintendent, whose 
decision, if against the teacher, shall be final. 

4075. Any parent, guardian or other person who shall insult or abuse any teacher in the presence of the school shall be guilty of 
3 misdemeanor, and be liable to a fine of not less than ten dollars nor more than fifty dollars, Any person who shall willfully disturb 


any public school, or any public school meeting, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and liable to a fine of not less than ten dollars nor

The Mississippi Legislators 
Visiting the Gulf Coast 


On An Inspecting Tour. 


The joint-committee of the Mississippi Legislature, appointed under a resolution 
introduced by Hon. M. A. Dees, of this county, for the purpose of investigating the 
harbors of the Gulf Coast, after visiting Bay St. Louis and Biloxi and investigating Ship 
Island harbor, Gulfport, arrived here Thursday evening. The following are the 
committee: Hon. Jas. T. Harrison, president pro. tem. of the Senate and chairman of the 
committee of Columbus; C. B. Mitchell, of Pontotoc; Alexander Price, of Cato; Rev. 
Irving Miller, of Walnut Grove; W. A. Boyd, of Ripley; Thos. H. Somerville, of Winona; 
Thos. A. Wood, of Enterprise: J. W. T. Falkner, of Oxford; J. M. Byars, of Pittsboro, and 
A. Lowenthal, of Greenville, all members of the joint committee from the Senate: and M. 
A. Dees, of Moss Point; J. I. Bellinger, of Pittsboro; J. C. Carroll, of Starkville: J. S. 
Eaton, of Taylorville; W. T. Johnson, of Durant; J. F. Allen of Newport; S. M. Shankle, 
of Hollandale; J. S. Hicks, of Cleveland, and L. G. Manuel, of Ocean Springs, all 
members of the committee from the House. Accompanying the committee are Bishop 
Charles B. Galloway, of Jackson, and Mr. Gerard Harris, of the Clarion-Ledger. 


Mr. Dees is the fosterer of the scheme for developing a deep water harbor on the 
Gulf Coast, and since he became a member of the House he has worked hard toward this 
end. At the beginning of the session he introduced a resolution looking to the 
appointment of the committee, of which he is now chairman. The resolution was killed 
by the committee to which it was referred. After letting it remain in a state of quietude 
for sometime, Mr. Dees sprung his idea again, and this time with success, for the 
resolution was unanimously adopted. 


Mr. Dees explained his ideas in asking that the committee be appointed, and the 
plains which he hops to see become realities, as follows: 


Mississippi has need of a harbor, a deepwater harbor of her own, and there is no 
reason why she should not have it. At Ship Island and at Horn Island there are two 
deepwater harbors as good as any on the coast. At Ship Island there is 20 feet of water, 
but a wharf of some ten miles long is needed to reach it. The harbor at Horn Island is 
more illegible, as there is, or would be with a small amount of dredging, 25 feet of water 
at a distance of three miles from shore. 


My plan is as follows, in the event that Horn Island is chosen as the site for a 
deepwater harbor: Build a wharf out to deepwater, from Pascagoula. There is aroad 
already built from Moss Point to connect with the Gulf and Ship Island at Stonewall, 20 
miles westward, or, build from Pascagoula to Scranton, a mile and a half away, 
connecting with the Louisville and Nashville. Then utilize the connection of the 
Louisville and Nashville with the Gulf and Ship Island at Gulfport. Then build a road 
north through the state at a point equidistant from the lines of the Louisville and 
Nashville and Illinois Central Railroads. These roads are at certain points in the State a 
hundred miles apart, and these are counties in the State which are not touched at any part 
by railroad. Run this line through to Memphis, crossing the line of the Illinois Central at 
Oxford. 


What we want in Mississippi is an increase in railroad facilities. There has been a 
complete revolution of sentiment regarding them since our Constitution was framed. 


The Pascagoula delegation appointed to meet the Legislative Deepwater 
Investigating Committee joined them Thursday noon at Horn Island on tug Leo. The 
State solons had already proceeded to that point on the Revenue Cutter Seward. 


After taking soundings and reviewing the situation, the entire party will proceed 
to Scranton and be entertained as befits the cause they represent. 


A meeting will be held this (Thursday) night at the court-house, where speeches 
will be made on the subject. 


Friday will be devoted to a visit up the Pascagoula River and an opportunity 
afforded of viewing the extensive commercial interests of this section, chief among 
which are the large number of extensive saw mills. A trip to the creosoting works at 
West Pascagoula will also be taken.

Your request for iaformation relative to the Gulf Cursiae § ippi was referred ty 
me, and as your request is similar to several hundred others, I have bad answers printed, 
and request that if you are interested by this general information, and will visit or write 
us, we will take pleasure in showing you our County or answering any specific questions 
you may submnit. z 

Do not hesitate to write if you cannot come. In addition to the information given 
on the head and margin of this sheet, 1 will say that you can buy any amount of unim- 
proved lands in this County from $5 Wo $20 per acre, according to proximity to the railroad 
statio The cost of putting these Jands in condition for cultivation is very small; in 
fact, plowing and harrowing is about all that is required, and all of which can be done 
with a one-horse plow, very much different from the Delta country and river bottom lands, 
where two to three horses are required. While some of our lands will produce good crops 


without fertilizing, they produce much better if judiciously fertilized, and this cost af 
fertilizing is overbalanced in richer lands on account of the extra cost of cultivation.

HON. M. A. DEES 
APPEALS TO CAESAR 


Written for the. Pascagoula DEMOCRAT-STAR. 


To all Christians, especially those in 
the territory of the Southern 
Baptist Convention: : 

The facts herein stated are fully 
authenticated by admissions and 
sworn evidences on.flle in the offices 
of Clerks of Supreme Court at: Jack- 
sop, and Chancery Court at Scranton, 
Miss., and after careful investigation 
of same, our Supreme Court, com- 
posed of one Presbyterian, one Epis- 
copalian and one Baptist, rendered 
the opinion attached to this appeal. 

After prayerful and patient wait- 
ing for nearly twenty years, hoping} 
that my brethern io Christ, of what- 
suever denominational name, could 
and would bring sucb influence to 
bear on the Baptists of my State, as 
to cause or bring about at least a 
hearing, relative to my treatment by 
the only church to which I ever be- 
longed, I here and now, in humble 
imitation of the apostle Paul, make 
this, my ‘‘Appeal to Caesar.” 

‘In Paul’s day, Caesar was the sov- 
ereign and pinnacle of authority. Io 
my day, enlightened Christian pub- 
lic sentiment and sense of justice, is 
and should be the final arbiter of all 
moral questions and issues. a 

Right here, let me declare that I 
am fully informed as to true Baptist 
doctrines and practices; aud, while L 
know that 1 bave been treated out- 
tageously, yeb I am still a Baptist, 
and have no hate in my heart for any 
living soul. J 

However, I believe that in this ad- 
vanced age of Christian enlighten- 
Ment, there should be a remedy far 
every gross wrung, and after briefly 
Stating the proved facts in my sad 
case, {[ propound the query, as to 
Whether or not we Baptists should 
have some authorized tribunal of 
justice and right, to which such cases 
Of gross injustice and violation of 
every custom and practice of intelli- 
kent Baptist churches may be ap- 
Pealed and justice secured. 

To this end, I do here and oow. 
Without my feeling of hate or want 
of brotherly love, make these serious 
and solemn charges and indictments, 
and call oo the Christians of all the 
arth to bring in verdicts. 

. I charge that the Baptist Church at 

Oss Point, Mississippi, violated 
every rule, custom aud practice of in- 


if by combination of circumstances I 
should be forced to temporarily plead 
the statute, I would pay the debts as 
soon thereafter as I was able. 

Being now past sixty-three years old 
and never in robust health, 1 am, 
both in body and mind, a weak old 
man; yet in the rightecusness of my 
cause the Christian world will agree 
that Iam a‘tSampson” shorn of my 
locks of strength by conspiracy among 
those I trusted; and while 1 am 
blinded to how this tragedy is to end, 
yet those in the denominational tem 
ple with me should not complain, if 
they are caught in the wreck that 
destroys me. 

As our Supreme Court gave to me 
the spleadid vindication expressed in 
the attached opinion, and all intelli- 
gent persons knowing the facts sus 
tain the vindication, many of my 
friends ask me why I am saddened by 
the conspiracy. My answer to these 
good friends is: that I havea high re 
gard and reverence for church meu 
bersbip. 

I will now give an abbreviated 
statement of the case, every word of 
which is sustained by the admissions 
and sworn evidence filed in our courts 
Let no over zealous advocate or de- 
fender of what may be termed “lese 
majeste” of ecclesiastical men or 
measures contradict this summary 
until he has first carefully examined 
the proofs in the court's keepiug 

Previous to the year 1873, the Bap- 
tists along our Gulf Coast were few 
in numbers and very poor, and many 
of the otherwise intelligent residents 
believed Baptists to be ignorant and 
illiterate. even among the mivistrv. 
Ahout that time. Elder T J. Walne. 
then Corresponding Secretary of the 
Baptist State Wisston Board, made « 
visit, of disenvery along the Coast, 
and at M Poist found one or tw 
brothers and abeut a dozen sister-, 
and aided them in organizing the 
“Moss Point Baptist Cnurch” In 
ahout 1874. Eider J. B. Hamberlin, 
then President of the "Meridian Fe- 
male College.” visited the Coast in ao 
effort to restere bis shattered health 
Seeing the deartti of Baptist interest 
on the Coast. he wrote the State Mis- 
sion Board, offering to servé them as 
Missionary, and was engayed for the 
work, 


ton and other places near us to call 
him fur the other half. 

The Church appointed the usual 
committee to seek a pastor, putting 
me op the committee, and allowiog 
me to do al! the seeking. This re 
sulted ia our calling a young man 
named J. O. Green, from near Brook- 
haven, a Clinton graduate. or at least 
he bad been a pupil at Clinton. He 
came and brought with him bis ex- 
cellent young wife,and we fitted 
them up in our parsonage nicely, and 
bought him awood horse and buggy. 
From the very first he proved a great 
disappointment, yet I felt that we 
should make the most of a bad bar- 

ain, aud did aJl I could to aid bim. 

‘nis caused him to dislike me, but of 
this I kaew nothing at the time. 

After Brother Hamberiin came tu 
our Coast, I did all 1 could for our 
cause on the Coast. I built the Moss 
Point house. I aided the Church at 
Ocean Springs $175, the Church at 
Scranton $250. I was, next to Brother 
Hamberlin, the leader in organizing 
the Gulf Coast Association. 

While I was a hard worker in ma- 
terial matters, I knew I was unsuited 
in every way for a devotional leader 
or Sunday School Superintendent. 
These Jefects caused me to employ a 
bookkeeper ia my business, a part of 
his duties to be the superfiotendency 
of our Sunday School at Moss Point. 

-A few years later I bought out the 
newspaper, the ‘Pascagoula Star,” 
and got Brother J. R. Graves to send 
me an editor, a part of bis duties to 
be the superintendency of our Sun- 
day School at Scranton. I lost $2,500 
on this newspaper effort. 

I was treasurer of our Church, and 
I never allowed a pastor to leave us 
oo any visit without bis promised 
salary. Hach year the Church would 
be far behind on the salary, and I 
would so report, aod they would 
promise to do better. 

I could write columns of such facts, 
yet must hasten to a close. 

My health failiag, I sold my large 
railroad contracting and saw all 
susiness to a younger brother. He 
worked up a large busicess, but 
talied foraijargesum He could not 
pay me for the purchases, aud 10 
volved me beavily on sureties that I 
sigued for him These failures bank 
rupted me and caused tbe removal of 
the men whom I bad employed, aud 
whose duties snould also be tu ach as 
superiotendents of our Sunday 
achvols at Moss Point and Scranton, 
snd on a certalu Sunaay at Mess 
Punt a motion was made to elecb me 
the Superintendent. This was i 
Church Conference, and the Pastor, 
J.O Green, odera

Of course, I know tk 
such a course would be, and was 
ridiculous as to cause the reader 
wonder if I am really reciting fac 
yet fortunately I have all the origic 
charges and motions and Clerk D. 
Williams’ mioutes on file in the cou 
and _no one can question them. So 1 
as I know, or bave ever heard, 
other charge was or could have be 
made against me, and hence I ¢ 
excluded from the only Church 
which Lever belonged, and for whi 
I had labored so long and hard, a 
for which I had spent thousands 
dollars that my large family nx 
sorely needs, by a vote of nine 
seven, and said Church is now wit 
holding $1,500 justly due me, by plez 
ing the Statute of Limitation, and ; 
simply because I refused to bow dos 
to the little priest Green. Is this Be 
tistic? Please answer yes or no, 
successfully dispute the proofs in t 
keeping of the cuurts,

true that Green afterwards made t 
Church reject them, and substitu

Abt the time of my exclusion t 
Moss Point Church had about af 
members, 20d while the most intel 
gent disapproved of the conspiracy 
Green and bis seventeen aids, yet th 
failed to challenge his authority. 
then attended the meeting of the Gt 
Coast Association, which met at Oce: 
Spriogs a few months later. 

Judge Z. T. Champlio, a delega 
from the Biloxi Cburch, offered a re 
olution requesting the Moss Pol 
Church tocall a council and give me 
heariag. J.O.Green and three of bh 
aids, who were delegates from tl 
Moss Point Church, all voted attirm 
tively on this resolution, and bis chi 
aid, Daniels, came by my residence ¢ 
bis return from the association, ar 
assured me that all would be righte 
Yet Green, at & calied meeting, pr 
pared a resolution declaring

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supreme court as my own lawyer. 

When [I completed the house in 
(875 It was away out in the edge of 
she town; it is now in the center of 
tbe city of Moss Point, and an electric 
street railroad passes the front door. 
Any passenger on this road, passing 
she lot, and knowing the facts, will 
ook on the neat parsonage, and these 
suoughts will be forced to his mind, 
viz., ‘‘There is the Baptist parsonage, 
oullt very largely by the efforts of old 
Brother Dees, yet in it the little

All through the ‘‘Dark Ages,” those

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sion Board, offering to serve them 28 
Missionary. and was engaged for the 
wark. 

Be came to Moss Pointand gathered 
the weak little flack together, and, a< 
my ancestors for ages had beeu Bap 
tists. [ soon juined them, and was 
baptized by Brother Hamberlin We 
had oo house of worsbigp. bub we were 
full of zeal. and declared we would 
build. We solicited subscriptions of 
monev and materials, and had se- 
cured $400 or $500, when the great 
yellow fever epidemic of 1874 and 1875 
devastated our Gnast. 

At that time I was young and en 
ergebic and deing a good contracting 
business on the railroad, and it was 
an easy matter for the other memhers 
to push the burden of our efforts off 
on me 

I was the largest subscriber to our 
building fund, and very soon had 
practically ssle charge of the work, 
and, not expecting tbe devastation to 
come to our dear land through the 
yellow scourge, and feeling sure that 
our people would soon be ressnred, to 
health and prosperity, I kept the 
work going, paying al! expenses, 
keeping a detailed account of same 
an the Church’s account book at the 
Church. and op my own books at my 
store. When the bouse was completed 
in 1875, both beoks showed that I bad 
advanced abeur $1.500 over and above 
my own subscription. 

Brother Hamberlin resided at 
Ocean Springs, but served the Chur- 
ches at Moss Point, Ocean Springs, 
Handsboro and Biloxi, each one-fourth 
of his time, the State Mission Board 
guaranteeing his salary over and 
abave what he could collect on the 
fleld, and he served the Coast six or 
eight years, after which we were 
served by Elders R. N. Hall, I A. 
Hailey and O D. Bowen on the same 
arrangements with the State Board. 

While I felt grateful to our State 
Board, yet I felt that our Moss Point 
Church should be self sustaning. and 
when Brother Bowen left us, I urged 
the Church to call_a young man for 
half his time, the Churcbes at Scran-

Mod 
erator Green. arose and endorsed all 
Il nad said as to my unfitness, and 
continued to :ecture and belittie me. 

For several minutes I enjoyed the 
fun, as I thought he was only helping 
me vutof the embarrassing position. 
Finally, I ann vuhe other members 
were surprised to see by bis cuunten- 
ance and words that be was in 
earvest. I at oncearoseand protested. 
He, as Moderator, ordered me to Sib 
down, and declared me out of order 
I turned to the members, and asked 
them to sustain me in my protest, 
and by motion and vote they promptly 
didso. Ltben sat dawn and supposed 
the incident closed. 

The next Sunday, or at least a Sun- 
day soon thereafter, Green called a 
Church Conference, and requested Dr. 
D. J. Williams, now of Ellisville, to 
act as clerk. Iwas in blissful igno 
rance of what bad been going on ia 
secret, and was puzzled when Green 
went over to the seat of one F. B 
Daniels, and held a whispered coover- 
sation with bim, after which Daniels 
arose aud read charges against me, as 
follows: 

“A charge against Bro. M. A, Dees 
for immorality. That immorality con 
sists: 

‘1, Of a personal offence against 
our pastor. 

“2 Of insubordination, that is, 
would not come to order when called. 

“3 A general offense by his unchris- 
tian conduct last firs. Sabbath morn- 
ing and night. 

"4. His life generally.” 

(Please carefully note these charges.) 

Only a very few members of the 
Church were present, and while 1 was 
greatly surprised, yet I noticed that 
a certain element of our membership 
were all present, and that each one 
was a mere automaton in the hands 
of Green. I arose and protested and 
argued to the best of my ability that 
they proceed according to Baptist 
practices, but all to no effect; and 
after another whispered talk by Green 
and Daniels, the latter arose and 
moved as follows: 

“T have bin sorry fur Bro. Dees ever 
since this trouble commenced he 
seams to have no remors of ,concunce 
as having done anything wrong so I 
muove that he be excluded from the 
eburch.” 

The above original motion written 
by Daniels and filed in the case as 
Exhioit D indicates his illiteracy; yet 
Green selected him as his first aid, 
because he was better educated and 
wiser than any other of the seventeen 
conspirators 

During tbe confusion, I walked up 
to tbe Moderator’s table, and took up 
the written charge offered by Daniels, 
and seeing it was in J. O. Green's 
handwriting. I put it into my pocket, 
and the original is vow filed as Ex- 
hinit C in my depusitions nuw on file 
in the court 

Avate was called, and I was 
promptly excluded by a vote of nine 
for exclusion and seven against ex- 
clusion. I noticed that one Brother 
D J. McLeod, who belonged to the 
element, referred to, seemed very un- 
easy, and voted against my exclusion. 
In the afternoon I visited his home, 
and was surprised to learn from him

yart of Jackson county, Judge W. T. 
ouston as chancellor. Having no 
lexus by which to employ counsel, 1 
‘ted a8 my own lawyer. The case 
ming on te be heard, Judge Hous 
10 informed the counsel for the 
hurch that be was a very distant 
lgsman to my wife, aod offered to 
ppvint a special judge. Tbe Church 
romptly declared that they were cun- 
at for him to ury tbe case. The bill, 
nswer, exhibits, evidence and argu 
ents heing submittea, Judge Hous- 
un turned to the numerous lawyers 
resent and feelingly remarked that 
e bad been brought up a Baptist, 
nd taught that a Baptist Church 
suid do no wrong, but that it was 
ery clear that tbe Moss Point Church 
ad in this case done a great wrong, 
nd suggested that be would probably 
ppvint a receiver for the property, 
ub that he would not decide until 
ne next term of court, six months 
iter, Abt the next term, the Church, 
seing ‘the handwriting on the wall,” 
pjected to Houston’s trying the case, 
ecause of his kinship tu my wife. 

By that time I had induced Nugent 
; McWillie, of Jackson, to conduct 
1y suit, and Mr. ©. H. Wood, counsel 
yr the Church, agreed with Col. Nu- 
ent that Hon. E. J. Bowers, our pres- 
ot able Congressman, be appointed 
) try the case, and all the papers in 
he case were turned over to Mr. Bow- 
rs, After adelay of a term or two, 
lr. Bowers rendered his decision, sus- 
ining the Statute of Limitation 
leaded by tbe Church, but voluntar- 
y added that as a lawyer and a 
idge be was compelled to sustain the 
babutes, yet in doing so he desired

During this time the little priest 
rreen played vut at Moss Point, and 
nally drifted off to Texas, and 1 am 
eliably informed that be bas sepa- 
ated from his wife, and quit the 
qiuistry. 

When Judge Bowers expressed him- 
elf so plainly, Elder Brock, pastor of 
be Moss Point Church, was sitting 
eside me in the court house, and 
eard Judge Bowers’ remarks, and in 
ur talks thereon led me to believe 
hat the Church would ab once inves- 
igate the case. But I was again dis- 
ppointed. and finally appealed‘to our 
upreme court, and the opinion hereto 
ttached shows the results. And 
vhile the supreme court’s decisicn 
olows or sustains the decision of 
udge Bowers as to the plea of the 
atute of Limitation. it is equally 
trong in its denunciation of the 
ction of the Church. 

Please notice that the supreme 
wurt declares that the debt is past 
jue and not paid; and I repeat my 
harge that no honest mao or body of 
nen will hold the very property for 
vbich a debt is made, by the” =chni- 
al plea of the Statute of Limit ‘ion, 
ind at the same time refuse or fa_ to 
yay the debt 7

of the Bastile ended such outrages io 
enlightened France. I ask in all can 
dor and serivusness, Am I not placed 
inthe same inhuman predicament. 
aod oow under ecclesiastical ex com 
municadu?” 

Enlightened political and moral 
sentiment by all the proyressive na- 
tions of the earth are forcing even old 
Spain, Russia and Mexico to cease 
thelr “ex communicado” practices; 
and may 1 not hope that enlightened 
Curistian sentiment either in or out- 
side of wy own denomination, will 
soon demand that I be removed from 
“ex communicado,” and be placed on 
trial and given my ‘‘day in court” be- 
fore my brethern? And that while a 
so-called Baptist Church may plead 
the Statute of Limitation to avoid 
paying for the labour and materials 
used in building their house, yet they 
cannot expect regular and honest as- 
sociations or conventions to receive 
er associate with their representa- 
tives. 

It is said that the ostrich, the larg- 
est of all birds, with comparatively 
the smallest bead, when frightened, 
will bide its little head und2r the 
rocks or sands of the desert, and feel 
safe from danger. I understand that 
there are at present quite a oumber 
of intelligent aad refined members be- 
longing to the Moss Point Church. 
These, with similar persons who may 
convene with them in the associations 
and conventions, evidently are quiet 
ing the true pride of their consciences 
by hiding their heads under or behind 
the actions of a former pastor aod 
ignorant aids, the acts of whom the 
present members may detest, or at 
least ignore. But, please remember, 
my brethern, that the outrage against 
me was done in Church Conference, 
and the plea of the Statute of Limi- 
tation was made by the Church 
through its regular and legal officers, 
and the Moss Point Baptist Church, 
as it was and as it is now, was and is 
the guilty party; and when the Gulf 
Coast Association, and the State Con 
vention or the Southern Baptist Con- 
vention convene, and receive delegates 
from the Moss Puint Church, then 
such Association and Conventions are 
equally chargeable before all honest 
men, and, biding your heads behind 
or under the sands or stones of igno- 
rant officials, who have passed from 
the stage of action, cannot protect 
your large bodies from the cundemna- 
tion of all honest people. 

I here copy the opinion of our su- 
preme court referred to: 


STATE OF MISSISSIPPI, 
Supreme Court, 

October Term, A. D. 1904. 
Hon. Tim E, Cooper, Chief Justice. 
Hons. Thomas H. Woods and 
Albert H. Whitfield, 
Associate Justices. 


On the 25th day of February, 1895, 
the following opinion was delivered 
by the court. 

No. 8058. 
M. A. Dees vs. Moss Point Baptist 
Church, et al. 

The appellant exhibited his bill in 
the chancery court of Jackson county 
against -the Moss Poiot Baptist 
Church, as we understand his wholly 
inartificial pleading, with a two fold 
object, viz., to fasten a charge of 
about $1,400 upou the Church building 
of the appellee, and for a reversal of 
the action of the said Moss Point 
Baptist Church in excluding bim from 
its membership. 

It appears that in the year 1874 Mr. 
Dees and two or three other men, and 
about a score of pious women united 
in the organization of “The Baptist 
Church of Jesus Christ at Moss Point.” 
Tbe infant Church was few in num- 
bers and poor in earthly possessions, 
put; potbiny Jaucted -by these -spya- 
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bis zeal was unflaggiog His own 
subscriptions to the building fund of 
$100, it is needless for us to say, was 
promptly paid, and counting this, and 
adding the subscriptioas paid by oth- 
ers, the sum of $450 was all that could 
be secured. But what was $450 in the 
construction of an edifice whieh was 
to cost $2,000? To accomplish his 
heart’s desire, Mr. Dees gave bis ser- 
vices, his time, and, when funds failed, 
out of his own means, advanced nearly 
$1,400 to carry to completion this house 
tou be dedicated to the Worship of Al- 
mighty God. It is safe to say tbat, 
but fur the devoted zeal of this devout 
man, the undertaking would have 
miserably failed. And when ‘his ar- 
deut bspes had their full fruition io 
the dedication of a completed house 
to the Lord’s service, he then gave his 
love, his time, his labors to the up 
building of this Chu sh, which he had 
been chiefly instrumental in planting 
As a deacon, as a Sunday school su 
perintepdent, and as an active, ag- 
gressive member, it is no exaggeration 
to say he fairly carried the Church. 

He was earnest, prayerful, and 
blameless in bis life in the Church, 
aod in the world. That be had some 
infirmities is plain. He was pusitive 
in his views of doctrine and govern 
ment in the Church and he was free 
and dogmatic in announcing them 
He was a Baptist of pronounced type, 
apd be annoyed and displeased some, 
in and out of the Church. The man 
of vehement temperament and high 
spirit and fixed opinions meets oppo 
sition and often makes enemies. But 
his spiritual life, so far as we are Ca- 
pable of judging from the record be- 
fore us, was blameless, and his char 
acter aS a moral man was above all 
suspicions. 

Without previous notice, with no 
hint of any charges to be that day 
made against him, be was on Sunday, 
April 3, 1892, hastily, unjustly, and 
ruthlessly excommunicated, under the 
leadership of the pastor, by a pitiful 
vote of nine members, out of a total 
of about fifty. Aod this was doue io 
pursuance of a preconcerted, secret 
caucus agreement of the pastor and a 
few members entered into the night 
previous thereto. 

It seems to us that this cruel wrong 
done a brother may be within the let- 
ter of the constitution and laws of 
that particular Church, but it was 
wholly foreign to its spirit, as well as 
to the spirit of Christian charity and 
fellowship. 

The Baptist Church at Moss Point 
was and is in government and discip 
line,-a pure democracy. Its deter- 
mination of questions of doctrine and 
discipline is exclusive and final. There 
is no appeal to any superior ecclestas- 
tical court, and over things spiritual, 
or ecclesiastical, the civil courts, or- 
dinarily, may pot take jurisdiction 
The civil government must be free 
from all ecclesiastical interference, 
and the Church of Jesus Christ, except 
in property rights, is nut to be con. 
trolled by State authority. Every per- 
son unitiog with the Baptist Church, 
impliedly or expressly cuvenants ube- 
dience to its laws, and by that coven- 
ant, this appellant is bound. Wecan 


Loot reverse the action of the Church 


in excluding him, and he is without 
direct redress by appeal to a higher 
ecclesiastical tribunal, by the very 
constitution of the Church of his love 

If we had jurisdiction in matters 
ecclesiastical, (and we thank God we 
have not), the order of excommunica- 
tion in this painful case should be 
reversed and rescinded: for a more 
petty, unfair, and unjust exbibition 
of religious tyranny cao hardly be 
imagined. Let the unbappy appellant 
console himself by the reflection that, 
to the secular mind, the strongest 
proof of the iviue origin of we 
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house, is certain. The decree of the 
special chancellor so finds, and we 


heartily concur in that finding. That 
he never afterwards GAVE It we are 
sure, and herein we disagree withthe 
court below. When and where and in 
what way did he @rve it? Where is 
the receipt given, or the acquittance 
signed hy the appellant? It does not 
exist. The vague unsatisfactory state- 
Meot of oneor more of the witnesses 
for appellee that Mr. Dees somewhere, 
and at some time, Samp he had given 
this munificent advancement to the 
Church cannot overthrow the recorda 
of the Church, showing a balance due 
M -A. Dees of about 31,400, and all the 
otber evidence in the case, on this 
point Toat this Jeyal and devoted 
Baptist would never have resorted to 
the courts of the country to compel 
payment of the large sum advanced 
by him, but for his mserable expulsion 
from the church, we bave bo doubt, 
but that is to his everlasting credit, 
and it in no way shows that he ever 
GAVE the advancement to this Church 
which he so much loved. 

There is another hard, but perfectly 
legal defence, set up in the plea, by 
way of answer, of the Church at Moss 
Point, of the Statute of Limitation, 
which stands in the way of a reversal. 
ln a noble spirit of devotedness to 
this partcular Churea of his affections, 
the appellant for more than fifteen 
years forbore to make any demand for 
payment of bis large debt, and this 
plea of the Statute of Limitation 
presents an insurmovntale obstacle to 
appellant's successful assertion of his 
Tight to ix a lien fer advancements 
upon the property. The appellant, 
during all these long years, was a mere 
trustee of the dry, legal title to vhe 
property. He was not in possession 
of the property io the execution of an 
active trust, making repairs and nec- 
essary improvements, for which he 
might demand repayment of the owner 
on the execution and surrender of his 
trust; he was the simpie depository of 
the naked, legal title, and his won- 
derful forbearance ts even make de- 
mand for repayment of his poor and 
struggling brethern has subjected his 
claim to the bar of the Statute of 
Limitation. 

We regret that, under the law, we 
cannot give him even this relief. His 
compensation must come from & con: 
sciousness of a high duty nobly per- 
formed by him; from ‘he approval of 
his course by the good and wise 
preachers of his Church, who have 
borne striking evidence to his charac. 
ter as a man and Church member; and 
from that profound sympathy of this 
court for him in these distresses which 
bave fallen upon him in his old age. 

We regret that our duty compels an 
affirmance of the decree of the court 
below, but not upon the ground given 
for that decree by the court. 

Affirmed. A

MOSS POINT INVENTORS 


Moss Point has always had a group of people who used their 
minds to improve their life and the lives of their families. 
Some interesting inventions were from this area. These are 
just a few. 


Mark A. Dees, was a prolific inventor of many patented 
inventions. In April 1879, he invented a wood dumper, a 
machine whereby a cord or more of could be thrown from the 
woodshed into the tender of a train engine at once. The 
machine greatly reduced time in taking on wood, and was a 
valuable invention for railroad use. In October 1880 he was 
granted a patent on a new device for transmitting motion, or 
substitute for a crank. This device has no dead centers, and 
when applied to sewing machines or other machinery, can be 
started at any point without touching the wheels to turn off 
the center. By this application it is impossible to turn a

machine backwards, and is, therefore, a capital application 
for sewing machines, as there would be no danger of breaking 
needles, thread, etc., as is often the case under the old 
method, and a lady could have both hands free to manipulate 
her work. 


In August of 1879, J. W. Morris invented a new gang circular 
saw and was patented by him in the United States. By this new 
saw lumber sawed and edged at the same time, thereby sawing 
double the amount of lumber in the same time as sawed in the 
old way. The edging saws are run horizontally and at right 
angles with the perpendicular saw, and are geared in such a 
manner as to do their work to a nicety without interfering 
with the other cut, and by running the lumber through once it 
is sawed and edged. 


On July 1881, Mr. C. H. Beardslee made application for ‘a 
patent on the "telephone simplified and improved,: which he 
Says can be constructed at a much less cost than any kin now 
in use, and for distances of ten miles and less is far 
superior to them. 


M. A. Dees received on November 16, 1894, a patent on his 
"Fire Kindler". 


Major M. A. Dees Is on Top. 


Jackson, Miss., February 11, 1910. 
Major Dees of Jackson County, inventor of the voting device 
with the Legislature authorized him to install in the House 


and Senate, is today distributing descriptions of his device 
with illustrations showing its operation. The machine is 
placed at the clerk’s desk and has sets of wires running to 
the desk of each member, connected with two buttons, one yea, 
and one any. The pressure of these buttons on the desks 
operates a punch which punches a mark in the roll call sheet 
opposite the yea or nay column at the will of the voter. 


Major Dees hopes to get the machine installed as soon as 
possible to illustrate his work. After all the members have 
voted the clerk operates a mechanism which works like an 
adding machine and instantly adds up and marks the totals of 
yeas and nays. 


In August 1913, D. Swift & Co., Paten Lawyers, Washington D. 
C., announced that they would furnished to anyone who wanted 
a copy of M. A. Dees’ patent for a anti-skidding vehicle wheel 
tire.
